The Trump administration will 
end a temporary program that 
allows some Nicaraguans to live 
and work in the United States, 
while leaving the door open to 
canceling the same program for 
more than 200,000 Haitians 
and Salvadorans in the coming 
weeks. 

The Department of Homeland 
Security announced Monday 
night that about 2,000 Nicara- 
guans who have Temporary Pro- 
tected Status must leave or seek 
another form of legal residency, 
though those affected will be 
able to stay until Jan. 5, 2019. 

The status had been granted to 
some Nicaraguans who had fled 
their homeland after the devas- 
tation caused by Hurricane Mitch 
in 1998. 

“Based on all available in- 
formation, the country condi- 
tions in Nicaragua now exceed 
Hurricane Mitch,” said a senior 
administration official. 

The 1998 hurricane killed 
more than 2,000 people in Nic- 
aragua and caused over $1 billion 
in damage.
